University of Sydney 
To Adopt Program 
For Exchange Students 

A plan set fortli by the Univer- 
sity of Sydney will provide free 
tuition to Canadian students who 
travel to Australia, after the war. 

This plan will be a means of pro- 
moting a peacetime Interchanje of 
visits across the Pacific, such as 
suggested by Senator Richard 
Kcane, Australia's Customs Minis- 
ter, who recently returned from a 
tour of Canada and the United 
States. 

While still in- America. Senilor 
Keane urged Canadians and Amer» 
leans to visit Australia. Upon ar- 
riving home, the Senator cxpreise«t 
the hope that when the war it over 
a large number of Australian! will 
cross the Pacific to «ccior them-, 
selves how things are done in Can- 
ada and the United States. 

This idea was supported by the 
University of Sydney and 11 an- 
nounced that courses would b^ 
open-whcthcr for a term, a year, or 
for longer periods, to Canadian 
students, without feci.

in Canada. Thèjr may not know that LS.S. is 
non-sectarian, non-racial, non-political, that it 
has committees similar to that at McGill in 
twenty Canadian universities and colleges. 

They may know th^t I.S.S. provides books 
and . other study supplies to German prisoners 
of war in Canada as well as to Canadian sol- 
diers in German and 'Japanese prison camps. 
But they may not know that, according to the 
Geneva Convention of 1929 which regulates all 
international relief organizations, such as the 
Bed Cross and I.S.S., that it is only by working 
among the enemy' prisoners in our own camps 
that we obtain permission to work among our 
own men in enemy camps. 

^lany students may also know that I.S.S. 
,haE done its most extensivè work since the be- 
. ginning of the war. The contributions made by 
Canadian students to I.S.S. in the session 1939- 
40 amounted to $500. In 1943-44, they amount- 
ed to 818,020—82,374 of which was donated by 
McGill. 

But sludénta inay not realize that I.S.S. was 
. never formed as simply a war relief orgànizà 
tion. One of our McGill faculty members, PrO' 
fessor R. D. Maclennan, head of the depart 
ment of Philosophy was active in the formation 
of LS.S. away b^ck at the close of the last war 
Its ainii was to help students think internation- 
ally as à mcaiis of permanent peace, and to aid 
students wherever . and whenever thèy need 
help to continué their studies, through interna 
tionàl relief. Those aims were added -to, during 
' the years that preceeded the present war. 

When war came in 1939, and students 
throughout Europe and Asia required e.\-tensivc 
aid if they were to study under conflict, I.S.S. 
became almost completely a student relief 
organization— by aiding the Red Cross in its 
work among the prisoners of war and internees, 
by providing clothing and food in addition to 
educational facilities for the evacuated students 
of Europe and for Chinese sttidents, 75% of 
whom had to dépend upon government or out- 
-sjde relief, to carry on their studies and keep 
their universjtics moving ahead of the a(^vanc 
ing Japanese armies. 

Now, and immediately following thé war, 
the relief work of I.S.S. mt^st continue to be 
its main funotion. The demolished universities 
of Europe roust be rèstorèd. Libraries and 
scientific equipment roust be replacèd. Students 
who have been transported to Nazi labor camps 
must be aided to return to their studies. In the 
work of réhabilitation, I.S.S. is collaborating 
with UNNRA. > 

But through it all, I.g.S. has not forgotten 
that it stands fof .soin^thin^ more than just to 
provide studèhts with material needs— although 
those heeds must first be' filled. At a meeting 
of the I.S.S. War Executive in Geneva on July 
31st of 1944, thè old alios of the organization 
were extended and clarified. V' 
• Herè they are as thèy stand in the report 
of the meeting. 

"I.S.S. recognizes the following values as 
the true basis of the University: 

"(1) The sincere and disinterested search 
for truth— which implies (a) a deliberately 
critical intellectual curiosity regarding all re- 
sults reached and all théories already, estab-

The current feature at Loew's 
Theatre, '.'Can't Help Singing", rep- 
resents Oeanna Durbin's first ven- 
ture into technicolor, and ranks 
among the list of average movies.

Dear Slr,--"D. E. W., your re- 
viewer of "The Cabinet of Dr. Call, 
gari," this week's feature o( the Mc- 
GUi Fiim Society, failed to see 
"how anyone could really be inter- 
ested in films where ttfe action was 
so slow and so obvious." What S. E. 
W. failed to tee were even the more 
obvious characteristics of a power- 
ful, moving, and subtle production, 
and what she wrote in consequence 
was an appallingly misguided and 
inadequate criticism of it 

It is fairly obvious, for example, 
that the whole picture, — all of it, 
that is, between the first scene of 
the story-teller and his listener, and 
the return of 'that scene at the end 
—, is a cinematic projection ot the 
madness of the lunatic, the "hero", 
in fact, he who is relating the tale. 

This, in turn, is fairly obvious; 
the unrealistic scenery, while It h^js 
Its esthetic effect, exists chiefly to 
represent the tortured mind and 
crooked reasoning ot the madman; 
the normal scenery bff ore and after 
the story proper shoiâd have con- 
vinced our critic of that. Even more 
convincing in the final scene is the 
reply of the mad girl to Conrad 
Veldt, a reply utterly irrelevant to 
the causes .of her madness as re- 
lated by him. And then there is the 
final appearance of the somnambul- 
ist himself, killed according ' to 
Veldt, no more in fact than a fallow 
maniac, and very much alivr. 

It la a pity that so many of the 
supporters of the Filni Society ai 
tetid these weekly movies with no 
more purpose or desire, apparently 
than merely to see a free film, and 
are bewildered and annoyed when 
a typical Hollywood • production is 
not forthcoming, ,It is a pity,- but 
it is understandable. It is dit 
ficult not to laugh at acting 
which has not been drained of all 
talent; and those of us who expose 
ourselves too often to the modern 
movie find it difficult to appreciate, 
for example, any. stage, production. 
We miss thé slick trappiniis of Hoi 
lywood, and we cannot comprehend 
the true drama of gesture and 
speech, concentrated in ono place 
and not diluted eithèr with irre 
levant spectlde and maudlin ten 
timenUlity. ^-i^a^iiv;^ . .. 

It is not so uAdèrsta^idable when 
the Daily revl(|\yer shows an equal 
lack of critical and 'artistic sense. 
It is in no sénse excusable. "The 
Film Society, indeed any campus 
society, desérvès better by its paper's 
répresenUtlvés.

side the scientific method proper 
and can only be attributed to the 
still-unexpllcable variations of 
human genius. 

Science suffers the delect of not 
being able to explalh novel pheno- 
mena which cannot be reduced to 
the quantitative basis of a mathe- 
matical relationship. Science needs 
to remedy this defect for its exten- 
sion to social problems, although 
that In Itself is anomalous as being 
in opposition to the traditional un- 
derstanding of the scientific method. 
However, the dryness and austerity 
ot science must be removed befqre 
science can take its place as a 
framework of life and thought. 

To a certain extent this reforma- 
tion will represent a fusion of ex- 
isting tendencies within and with- 
out science. Scientific discipline, 
the unbiased assembling of evid- 
ence, the means of dealing with 
multiple causation-each factor hav- 
ing a definite part to play in the 
final risult; the general under- 
standing of the elements of chance 
and statistical probability will tend 
to bMonm^tlueniial factors In the 
côursê^of humin^etion. Simulune- 
ously, history, 4£idiUon, literary 
form and visual'^ruentation will 
come to bèlong more and more to 
science. However, this change in 
itself is not sufficient The trans- 
formation of science and not the 
mere assimilation of other disci- 
plines Is required for the new 
tasks whjch science will have to 
face. 

Science has ' advanced, through 
the various 'phtses of its history, 
from thé large and simple to the 
minute and t>articulate. The first 
stage, that of the morphology of the 
available universe, is already vir- 
tually accomplished. The second 
stage, understanding the mechanics. 
Is on its way to completion. There 
remain unknown, and partially 
necessarily unknowable, posslbiii-

Gauvreau;4. j»prf iricent.eit 
eer. some of ibVtacU .treknesi^n^ He 
assumed command' of" tes Fuilllers 
Mont Royal on arrival in England, 
and was promoted to Lieut.-Col. in 
Aug. 1942; graduated frdm thé Staff 
CoUege at Chamberity; and in'oom< 
mand of his unit, proééeiièd ' to 
Frsnce, where on July jo, 1944; he 
won the Distinguished * Service 
Cross for gallantry In action. 

His promotion to AcUhg Brigad. 
ier was issued Oct. 20, of the a^e 
year, and as was prevloiisly; niïn 
tioned, he was grievously .woiinded 
on Oct. a«. On Jam 30,; 1945, .the 
Canadian Army released the' cita- 
tion covering his D.S.O. award 
which reads as follows: •• ' 

"On July 20, 1944, an Infantry re- 
giment was ordered to. capture the 
high ground in the gener;ft area of 
the Verrleres-Beauvolr faÂn. 'Thé 
attack commenced, at 3 ^.m.' and 
against considerable opposltien tKcy 
gained a fooling on the spur which 
extended from Beauvoir farm. Be- 
fore re-organliation aiid digging in 
the anti-tank and other weapons 
could be completed, a devastating 
fire from enemy mortars and artll 
lery came down upon the unit. This 
was followed immediately by an en 
emy counter attack , with 'tink and 
Infantry. Notwithstanding the cas 
ualtles which the unit had sviffér.éd 
it beat off repeated counter attacks 
on the reverse slope only 206'yinls 
short of the area of the. objective 
Repeated counter attacks eonUniied' 
on the four,lollowing.dàys. Nol only 
were these ;atiàéks repùlseti but the' 
unit improved' its position >y thé 
complete capture of Beauvoir , and 
Troteval iirmx . ' ' '' 

"Lieut.<CoI. Gauvreau. supervised 
all these operations.personaùy. His 
qualities of léfdcrthip, were .shown 
to be of '.high; driIcr. Frequently 
with complete disregard for. his 
own safety he positioned, himself, 
in exposed places, so that he. could 
carry out the necessary vdlirectloa 
of the operation and at the ,same 
time provide an incentive for all 
ranks to carry out their task8.;.The 
success of the operation therefore, 
can be attributed in a high, degree 
to -his courage and inspIr«tfon.n '
